Chinege, and the driving out of all of that race 
rom the conttey. Theso disturbances have, 
however, beon local, ineffectual, and of' short 
Quration, aud after the etorm, Chiness. influence 
hos re-appeared stronger than evey, till it is now 
almost paramount. The truth is, the Thibetana 
‘aren very simply people. Like all nomadic and 
Pastoral nations, they want un infusion of world- 
ly wisdom, which they will roccive when another 
forsign power comes in contact with them. 
When this occurs, the days of Chinese influence 
will be.numbered ; and the Chinese are intelli- 
gent cnough to be well aware of the fact.

Lhasea cannot bo designated a large town, ite 
cironit ‘boing only about six miles. IJts great 
peculiarity and beanty consists in its being sur- 
rounded. by a living verdant. wall composed of 
thousands ‘of: -aged—and-majestio—trees:. "The 
shrobs of Lhassa are formed almost ontirely of 
gardeny, In days far back. the city had a wall 
and ramparts, but these heve long ago disappear- 
ed. ‘Vhe houses in the town are lofty, being 
several storied high, large and handsome, and 
terraced with doping roofs, They are mostly 
built of stone or bricks, olaborately whitewashed 
tall over, excepting the borders over the doors 
and windows, which nre painted red and yallow.
